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SELECTING YOUR HOUSE PLANS 


Distinguished and experienced architects have designed these 
house plans for your study. Plans are custom-keyed in a wide range 
o categories and materials, all for contemporary living comfort. 
You may find one that exactly fits your requirements. Or, if minor 
points need revision, your contractor can probably do this. 

Price estimates for the over-all construction of your plan vary 
according to local labor and materials costs. However, you should 

check several contractors for an average cost per square foot in 
your area. 

In selecting your house plan, focus should be placed on your 
particular pattern of living. Does the plan provide the total living 
space necessary? Does it afford mobility within and without? Does 
the climate demand all-year outdoor living area? How much privacy 
do you need? Do you want a family room? A separate dining room 
and an informal dining place in the kitchen? A basement? 

When assessing the total living area, your present wants should 
not overshadow expectations of growth, from increased family size 
to greater demands for home entertainment. When the children 
grow older they will want bedrooms of their own and a place to 
entertain separate from adult social gatherings. In this regard, base- 
ment and attic facilities as well as terraces, porches and dens should 
be studied. 

Access from room-to-room is important. In-house traffic should 
shun the formal center, leaving front door for guests and rear entry 
for family all-day use. While individuals vary in their need for 
privacy, everyone can be expected to appreciate quiet times away 
from other family members. Bedrooms removed from the main liv- 
ing areas are most desirable. 


Kitchen location should be close to outside door and, if there 
are young children, supervision of backyard is important. Easy access 

to dining room, recreation room, pantry and laundry facilities is 
convenient. 

Your house should be serviceable and enjoyable for every mem- 
ber of the family unit, every minute. 

YOUR HOUSE SITE 

Zoning regulations will specify how far back a house must be 
placed on a lot. However, the right positioning of your house will 

save on construction costs, light and heat bills, and air conditioning 
need. 

Generally, the back of the property is assigned to family use 
and recreation, with the modern home located as far forward as 
zoning will allow. Savings result with a shorter distance from utility 
pipes and wires, and water and sewage lines. Construction expendi- 
ture for driveway and walk will also be less. 

Service areas should be near walks and driveway, so that de- 
liveries can be made without going into the outdoor space for family 
living. 

In most localities, zoning laws permit the house to face any 
direction desired. Just because grandmother’s house faced the street, 
your house doesn’t have to. Take advantage of the relation of the 
sun to your property. Usually the rooms that are the hub of daytime 
activity are allocated space on the south side where the most natural 
light is available in winter. 

Good landscaping is not only beautiful, but acts as windscreen, 
shade, protection and privacy. Protect existing trees and shrubs 
from destruction and defacement by having an understanding with 
your builder. 
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GUIDELINES ON FINANCING 


Consider your house an investment, an asset as well as the 
family home — probably the one most important investment of 
your lifetime. 

The first decision is based on present earning capacity and 
future potential. How much can you af- 
ford for house and land? Experts suggest 
a total expenditure of not more than 2V2 
times annual income, using caution about 
including such non-basics as overtime, 
second-job pay and wife’s salary. 

After you have selected a house plan 
and lot, it is suggested that you investigate 
local financial institutions for sources of 
home construction lending. Valuable in- 
formation is available on real estate val- 
ues, if land site is not already determined, 
on reliable local builders and subcontrac- 
tors. Convenience and speed of loan pro- 
cessing is also a benefit of neighborhood 
community financing. 

Also, all different mortgage loans should 
be carefully examined to discover which 
one best suits your own family’s needs. 

Conventional mortgage loans, FHA mortgage loans and VA-guar- 
anteed mortgage loans are all made by private lending companies. 
VA-guaranteed and FHA loans are insured against loss to a vary- 
ing degree, whereas conventional loans are made at the lenders 
own risk, or insured by a private agency. Conventional mortgage 


loans are usually put through quickly. Government loan programs, 
requiring more paperwork, have a longer waiting period. 

Check various mortgage features and provisions to choose the 
best home financing plan for your family. Compare interest rates, 

possible discount and service charges, 
closing costs. Some lending institutions 
allow a pre-payment clause which permits 
advance repayments on the mortgage loan, 
lowering total interest charges. Look into 
the possibility of borrowing for later im- 
provements under the same contract. 

After investigating and obtaining bids 
from several reputable home builders in 
your locality and contracting with one, 
after deciding on lending institution offer- 
ing the best financing plan, the time has 
come to submit application for the loan. 

Your application will be judged on credit 
standing, market value of property, con- 
struction plans and builder contract, down 
payment and length of loan requested. 

Schedule your terms of monthly pay- 
ment on the conservative side. Your lend- 
ing institution will be eager to assist you in budgeting total housing 
expenses, such as taxes, insurance, repayment of principal and in- 
terest on the mortgage loan, repair, maintenance, utilities and heat. 

The generally accepted rule of thumb is — monthly payments 
should not exceed one week’s take home pay.
